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LOT-LINCOLN COUNTY, TENNESSEE 



Lincoln County was created by 
an act of Legislature in 1809 

"An act to establish a county 
south of Bedford, to be known 
by the name of Lincoln." 

Section 1. Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of Tenn- 
essee, That Lincoln County 
shall be laid off and estab- 
lished within the following 
bounds, to wit: Beginning on 
the northeast corner of Giles 
County and extending south 
with the eastern boundary 
line of Giles County to the 
southern boundary line of the 
State; thence with that line 
east to a point due south of 
the mouth of Cove Spring 
Greek; thence north to the 
southern boundary line of 
Bedford County; and thence 
with the said line, westward- 
ly, to the beginning. 

Section 2. Be it enacted, That 
John Whitaker Sr., Wright 
Williams, Eli Garret, Little- 
ton Duty and Jesse Woodruff 
be, and they are hereby ap- 
pointed commissioners with 
full power to procure by pur- 
chase, or otherwise 100 acres 
of land on or near the north 
bank of Elk River, as near 
the center of the county, east 
and west, as a proper situat- 



ion will admit of, and at all 
events not more than two mile 
from said center. 

Section 3. Be it enacted, (That 
the said commissioners, im- 
mediately after procuring the 
aforesaid 100 acres of land, 
shall cause a town to be laid 
off thereon, reserving near 
the center thereof a public 
square of two acres, on 
which the court house and 
stocks shall be built, like- 
wise reserving a lot in any 
other portion of said town 
for the purpose of erecting 
a jail; and the said town, 
when so laid off, shall be 
named Eayetteville. 

Section 6. Be it enacted, That 
the court of pleas and quar- 
ter sessions for the county 
of Lincoln shall be held on 
the fourth Monday in months 
of February, May, August and 
November annually, at the ho- 
use of Brice M. Garner until 
a place is provided for hold- 
ing the said court in the to- 
wn of Fayetteville. 

Section 14-. Be it enacted That 
this act shall be in force 
from the first day of January 
in the year one thousand and 
eight hutodred and ten.

Application made 18 April 1833 in LOT. He was bom in Mecklenburg 
Co., Va. 4 March 1762* He volunteered in the latter part of May 1779 
at Hillsboro, N.C. for 9 months under Capt. Lewis Bledsoe, Lt. Richard 
Frazier and Col. Joseph Mabane. He and four others were taken prisoner 
and made an escape in which the applicant was shot in the leg. He 
thinks his discharge was in Montgomery Co. He served 12 months while 
living in Wake Co., N.C.; 6 months again enlisting at Hillsboroj May 
1781 he substituted for William Wellraouth for 3 months under Capt. 
Hinton; enlisted in Wilkes Co., Ga. in Spring of 1789 for 12 months, 
but only served 6 months. After the War he moved to Pendleton Dist., 
S.C. and about 16 years ago he moved to LOT where he now lives. 
Character Witnesses: Samuel M. Cowan, clergyman; William D. Thompson: 
Dura Minis. 



Samuel Isaacs S5600 

He was born 1759 Frederick Co., Va. ; moved to 96th Dist., S.C. 
and enlisted there Sept. 1776; moved to Wilkes Co., N.C. enlisted 
again; moved Pendleton Dist. S.C. enlisted there. Lived Franklin Co.- 
Ga. 1788-1807 at which time he moved to LOT. He stated that he served 
under his father Col. Isaacs. Moses Guest (b. Giffard Co., S.C. in 1766; 
met Isaacs in Wilkes Co., N.C. in 1783) testified for him 14 Oct. 1833 
in Warren Co., Tenn. 



Robert Stephens S45895 

Applied from LOT 16 Oct. 1832: He stated that he was born 17 June 
1756 in North Britain, Co. Murray, Scotland; emigrated to Va. 1774; 
family Bible was in his possession. In 1796 he moved to Nashville and 
to LOT in 1806.

These 
came from Abbeville, Chester and Fairfield Cos., S.C. Among the early 
settlers were Drennans, Moores, McCallas, McMilliens, Raymonds, McFer- 
rins, Gleghorns, Parkinsons, Pinkertons, Shef fields, Sloans, Stewarts, 
and Willeys; some of whose descendants are with us still, some of these 
families settled ten miles south of Fayetteville and some about six 
miles West of Fayetteville. The former forming the organization of 
Prosperity and the latter, that of Bethel." (This history of the Church 
was read by Dr. M.T. Ellis before the Tennessee and Alabama Presby- 
tery at Prosperity April 25, 1937. It was not taken from the afrove

Pioneers of Lincoln County, Tennessee, by John M. Bright 

A series of articles published in the Fayetteville Observer . 
February 1, 1907 

Fdcajah Stone settled at the headwaters of Norris Creek in the year 
1816. He was a prosperous farmer, a man of strong, natural endowments; 
he brought up a large and highly-respected family. His son, George W. 
Stone, received his higher education at the classical school of Bedford 
County. He read law with Col. James Fulton, then at the head of the 
Fayetteville Bar. He married Miss Mary Gillespie at the home of James 
Bright. She was the daughter of George Gillespie, of Williamson County 
and a sister of Jacob Gillespie of Lincoln County. George W. Stone mov- 
ed to Alabama in the early 30* s and practiced law with great success 

and was promoted to the Supreme Bench of Alabama L.L. Stone, another 

son of Micajah Stone, was a man of strong common sense. .. .James D. Stone 



* son of L.L. Stone, inherited his father's energy, and is now owner of 
the commodious family mansion on the Shelbyville Pike, about five miles 
from Fayetteville. He was a brave Confederate soldier. . .L.L. Stone has 
one daughter now living, Mrs. Clay Higgins, an estimable lady, now liv- 
ing on a part of the paternal estate. Micajah Stone left several other 
sons, but we can speak of them only in a group... he, also, left eeveral 
daughters, one of whom married John Landis, a citizen of sterling qual- 
ities, a farmer, he started a tannery and tanned all the hides for the 
settlers. . .He reared a large and much respected family. His sons rank 
among the best citizens. One of his daughters married Col. D.W. Holman 
a prominent member of the Fayetteville Bar and President of a Fayette- 
ville bank. He was a gallant Confederate soldier. . .Two of Mrs. Holman' s 
sons are rising members of the Fayetteville Bar; one has recently been 
sent to represent Lincoln County in the Legislature; one a prosperous 
merchant. John Landis had three other daughters: Mrs. Bobo, Mrs. John T. 
Goodrich and Mrs. Stokes all highly estimable women. Mr. Stokes repre- 
sented one of the districts of S.C. in Congress. 

Coming down the Creek and calling the roll of honor, we find the names 
of John Hees, James Cole, Talifero, Dollins, Joel Dollins Sr., Alexander 
Sevier (said to be a brother of John Sevier), Cooper and Reuben Washburn, 
who settled on the Creek in 1810 or 1811, and helped to slay the timber 
and cut the cane. 

A few years later, settled further down the creek we find William Ed- 
mondson, John Davis, Elijah Davis, Sherrod Hunter, Sharp, John Ess- 

leman, William Husbands, John Rhea, James Bright ancTSzekiel Norris. The 
last two settling in 1806... 

John Hees was a man of strong character, great energy, a worthy man. 
He brought up his family to imitate his example. One of his sons, Joel 
Rees, was elected to the Legislature of Tenn. He afterwards moved to 
Mississippi, where we have lost trace of him. 

The names of Small, Dollins, Cole, Moore and McKenzie are familiar as 
household words, all honest, thrifty and prosperous citizens and their 
posterity have inherited their many virtues. 

Reuben Washburn settled in a cove with fertile slopes, yielding a 
liberal reward for agricultural labor. He was, also, a carpenter and 
contributed largely in building the primitive residences in the valley. 
He had several sons. ... "Uncle Reuben" as he was called was quite inter- 
esting. .. .His son John Washburn was an enterprising citizen and had a 
ready wit. During the Civil War he had a distillery at the head of the 
creek, and a large supply of whiskey on hand when both Federal and Con- 
federate armies marched by, and he sold out at war prices. He said 
afterwards that it was the first time "it rained pudding when his dish 
was right side up." 

February 23, 1907 

Coming on down the creek we meet with a notable man... in person some- 
what above the average size, heavy-set and muscular, with keen, blue 
eyes, with a face somewhat Jacksonian. This was Capt. James Higgins, 
a patriot and soldier. He commanded a company under Gen. Jackson, in 
the Creek War, fought bravely in his battles and should share in his 
glory. He was an industrious and prosperous farmer, and a respected, 
exemplary citizen. He left several sons, one of whom was Pwen Higgins Sr. 
who was a farmer and occasionally worked as a brick mason.... He left 
surviving him several children, one of whom was the late George W. Hig- 
gias .
